CHICAGO, III., Aug. 29.—Without a repre- 
sentative among the local press, the over- 
whelming silver sentiment in Chicago is 
unknown to the public. It is not unadvis- 
edly said, when it is written that Chicago 
will go for Bryan and Altgeld. What does 
this mean? It means that the Illinois elec- 


toral vote will not be cast for McKinley, 


and without Illinois McKinley's defeat is 
assured. 

Such talk as this if printed, by any pos- 
sible means, in the Chicago papers, would 
be denounced as rank heresy, if the more 
malignant exclamations were not, “This 
is anarchy.” But as to the truth of the 
claim, Altgéld’s popularity with the working 
people of Chicago is admitted, confessed, 
while deplored by his bitterest enemies. 
But apart from the influence Altgeld’ may 
contribute by his personal popularity in 
carrying Chicago for the Democratic ticket, 
the masses are irrefutably on the side of 
silver. The proof, too, is ignored by the 
press of the city. 

The Labor Congress, the largest central 
labor body in this city, has passed reso- 
lutions indorsing the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. There was little opposi- 
tion to the resolutions and the pledge of 
support to Bryan they conveyed or implied, 
but such as was manifested argued that the 
Congress as a labor organization ought not 
to take up the question, although every

They cheered speeches made by 
Agent McCabe of the Green Line, and oth- 
ers; elected Manager D. H. Reeder President 
of the club; applauded Addison Robinson of 
the Railway Age, and committed themselves 
open-mouthed to gold, with the mental 
reservation of voting just as they pleased 
on election day.

Two- 
thirds of these can be reckoned upon as 
silver men, who will vote for silver. Typo- 
graphical Union, No. 16, numbering 1,900 
men, belongs to the Congress. Of its mem- 
bers, 1,150 have enrolled themselves as mem- 
bers of a Bryan club. 

This ts labor that ts free, that cannot be 
intimidated, and has so expressed itself, 
But there is a class of workmen in Chi- 
cago who are not so free to speak their 
Bentiments, though they are safe to vote 
them, thanks to the Australian ballot. It is 
this class of labor, afraid to speak, that is 
being educated'“ in this city. Factory 
hands all over the city are being assem- 
bled in “schools of finance” at the noon 
hour, when formerly they rested. 

T. K. Webster, manufacturer of engines, 
boilers, etc., made a gold talk to his 1,000 
‘employes „ae other day. It did not con- 
sume the w.ole hour of rest, as it was brief 
and pointed. He said: 

“If Bryan is elected I am going to close 
the works, and you will all be thrown out of 
employment.“ 


The potency of gold could not be more 
forcibly illustrated. But this sort of an 
economic education of the workingman is 
commended by the press of the city. The 
press approves and declares that the men 
should be made to face the situation rather 
than confront a theory, such as the silver- 
ites talk. There is no politics, it is claimed, 
in this system of education. It is purely 
ecientific and economic. And, as said, the 
system is being purgued daily throughout 
the city. 

Charles T. Yerkes, the street railway 
magnate, has adopted it He has had 
“school-rooms” fitted up in his barns. The 
men are required to pass the hours of rest 
formerly spent at home in these lyceums 
and there gold is injected into them through 
their auricular organs by the hour. If 
G@rowsiness attacks any one of them he is 
chided as if he were a schoolboy, and told 
that for his own good he should hearken 
to the lecture that has gold for its theme 
and silver as an abomination.

WANT NO AMERICAN WHEELS. 


European Ideas Improving, but Still 
Cling to Heavy Bicycles.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Among the passen- 
gers who arrived on the St. Louls were 
Col. A. A. Pope and R. L. Coleman, Presi- 
dent of the National Cycle Board of Trade, 
who have been in Europe for several weeks 
looking aver the cycle trade on the Conti- 
nent. The makers on this side have for 
some time regarded the European market 
with favor and the representatives of 
not a few large concerns have crossed the 
ocean to look over the situation. 

Col. Pope said: “Only a few American 
wheels can be sold tn Europe, where the 
cheap machine is not wanted. Single tube 
tires are the most popular and the foreign 
makers are adopting the wooden rim. 
Nevertheless they hold to the heavy-weight 
wheel, and I think that there are several 
bicycles turned out in this country which 
are superior to those made abroad.“ 

Mr. Coleman said: The trade is healthy 
and strong on the other side and the makers 
are not complaining of hard times. In my 
opinion the day of the double tube tire is 
past in Europe, and this fact is becoming 
more apparent daily. But the horseless 
carriage is the coming thing, and with 
smooth pavements, this vehicle will fill the 
bill both for cenveyance and light trucking 
purposes.” 


CONVICT COTTON. 


Arkansas Penitentiary Board Unde- 
cided as to Immediate Sale.

SN THE ECLIPSE

SHE IS ONE OF THE FEW WHO 
SAW THE GREAT SPECTACLE. 


THE ASTRONOMER’S DAUGHTER 


The Young Lady’s Clear Description of 
a Sight That Her Father Never 
Saw in His Lifetime. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. | 

NEW, YORK, Aug. 29.—Seventy happy ex- 
cursionists, who had made a two months’ 
voyage to the land of the midnight sun, 
landed last night from the steamer Ohio. 
Not one of them had been the midnight 
sun. They were too late, but they wit- 
nessed another sight which - repaid them. 
This was the total eclipse of the sun, a 
sight Which many scientists traveled many 
thousand miles to see, only to be disap- 
pointed, 

The Ohio left this city on June 27, Miss 
Mary Proctor, daughter of the late Richard 
A. Proctor, the noted astronomer, was one 
of the passengers. She said: Those on 
the steamer were the only ones who had a 
clear view of the eclipse. As you know two 
expeditions left this country for Japan. 
One was under the leadership of Prof. 
Schoeberle of the Lick Observatory, and 
the other was in charge of Prof. Todd of 
Amherst College. 

The clouds so obscured the sky that both 
expeditions failed of their object. Our ves-. 
sel, after touching at Southampton, went 


to St. Petersburg, allowing the excursion- 
ists a week to visit that city. Then the 
steamer went to a point near the Island 
of Stott, off the promontory of Kunnen, 
Norway, and early on the morning of Aug. 
9 we Were aroused to witness the eclipse. 
It was impossible to use a telescope, as the 
vessel was not steady enough, and we had 
to content ourselves with field glasses. At 
exactly 2:53:25 in the morning the first 
contact was visible—that is, the dark edge 
of the moon began to creep over the face 
of the sun. One hour later and the sun 
was totally eclipsed. The light had slowly f 
faded during that hour until it was like a 
summer twilight. It was barely possible to 
read. l 

The seagulls filed screaming as the dark 
ness settled, and we could see the light 


firing out of the sky as we stood watching o 


the moon. On the western edge a strong red 

streak of light made its appearance and 
there appeared also the filaments of | 
light forming the corona. These colors | 
shot, too, from the eastern edge, but not, 
so far as from the opposite side of the sun's 
disk. There the lights seemed to shoot into 7 
epace at a distance equal to twice the sun’s | 
diameter. It was as if the moon had beep 
brought in front of the sun as a huge re- 
flector, and as we were behind that reflector 
on the earth, we could only see the rays 
that it shot out on all sides. 

The tota) obscuration lasted one minute 
and thirty-five seconds. The contact ended, 
and the sun shone again as brightly as 
before. The next eclipse is 1898. It will be 
visible in India only. I hope to see it. My 
father never saw one in his lifetime,

The Sovereign Insults the Monmouth

NEW YORK, Aug. 29. black smoke 
pouring from her funnel her machinery 
at top “speed, the new yaght Sovereign, 
by the dry goods millionaire, M. C.

The Sovereign was launched May 18 last. 
Her machinery will do better, her master 
Says, next season. Capt. Martin admits 
that she is the fastest yacht of her size 
ever seen in these waters. He says the 
Monmouth will yet beat her. The race was 
an exciting one and was witnessed by the 
one thousand passengers with which the 
Monmouth was handicapped by tke excur- 
sionists down the bay to see the arrival of 
Li Hung Chang. 

The Monmouth’s engineers raised every bit 
of steam possible, but the Sovereign drew 
away. Her crew gathered aft and waved 
their caps. Just before Fort Wadsworth 
was reached Capt. Jeffreys steered the 
yacht across the steamer’s bows. The big 
steamer’s passengers seemed to take the 
affront very much to heart. Capt. Martin 
claims that he had to permit the crossing 
to keep the steamer in deep water, but the 
Sovereign repeated the insult twice before 
the pier was reached. 

The Sovereign is 200 feet over all and 12 
feet draught. 

The Monmouth’s best performance was in 
making the twenty-two miles in an hour. 
Yesterday she made it in an hour and four 
minutes. With fewer passengers, Capt. 
Martin claims he can beat the yacht, and 
he is going to try the first Time he has the 
chance,

It ts. estimated that the various campaign 
committees will use 100,000,000 of these en- 
velopes and send them free through the 
mails. The cost to the public will be about 
$1,000,000, 

At the printing office to-day the presses 
were at work on a big order from J. W. 
Babcock, M. C. Mr. Babcock is Chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Committee. 
Many boxes in rows ten feet high stood 
ready for delivery. They contained envel- 
opes bearing the frank of W. 8.

HONEST DOLLARS FOR HONEST 
WORK. 

The Wall Street case against bimetal- 
Hsm as presented by McKinley is that 
free comnage would not enable any one 
to get money without work, but that it 
would enable owners of silver mines to 
have their bullion coined free of cost. 

“The meaning of the coinage plank adopt- 
ed at Chicago, Mr. McKinley writes, “is 
that any one may take a quantity of silver 
bullion now worth 63 cents to the mints, 
have tt coined at the expense of the United 
States Government, and receive for it a 
silver dollar which shall be legal tender for 
the payment of all uebts, public and pri- 
vate. The owner of the silver bullion would 
get the siiver dollar. It would belong to 
him. Other people would get it only by 
their labor, the products of their land or 
something of value. The bullion owner, on 
the basis of present values, would receive 


the silver dollar for 53 cents worth of silver 
and other people would be required to re- 


ceive it as e full dollar in the payment of 
debts. The Government would get nothing 
for the transaction.“ 

It is inferable from the emphasis with 
which he dwells on these points that 
McKinley thinks they emDody a serious 
injustice, yet he immediately proceeds 
to say that if England is willing to con- 
sent to this injustice, he will withdraw 
his objections. He goes beyond this and 
promises, if elected, to use his influence 
to secure the consent of England and 
other European countries, so that we can 
open our mints and allow silver mine 
owners to get their bullion coined under 
the same terms and for all the purposes 
to which he now objects. 

This is absurd, of course. The position 
is wholly untenable, but it is the position 
into which Wall Street has forced the 
Republican party and McKinley is obliged 
to defend it. Mr. Bryan has already an- 
swered completely every objection to free 
coinage made in this vacillating and 
double-dealing attempt to demonstrate 
that a policy which is called dishonest 
and unsafe without the consent of Eng- 
land will become safe and honest if 
England can be induced to consent to it. 

Mr. Bryan points out in the first place 
that the Democratic party merely pro-

the same privileges which the Republican 
party has given as a monopoly to the 
owners of gold mines and of gold bullion. 
A man who owns gold bullion can now 
take it to the mints and get it coined 
in unlimited quantities, free of charge. 
This merely means that gold Is treated 
as a money metal and that the Govern- 
ment stamps its weight and fineness on 
the bullion. It is necessary for Govern- 
ment to do this because it is part of its 
function and it would cease to be gov- 
ernment if it did not. Democrats pro- 
pose that the Government stamp shall 
be put on silver as freely as it is now put 


In this issue of the Post-Dispatch Sen- 
ator Stewart replies to the recent attack 
of Senator Sherman.

1 reviewing all kinds of industries, 
howing that they were all once pros erous,

and spoke as follows: 


us consider the money question in its 
1 to the hard times. There are 
fundamental and immutable laws of finance 
just as there are laws of physics, and they 
are not difficult to understand. Many of 
you have never studied what are called the 
aciences. You have never talked learnedly 
About the laws of nature, but you know 
enough about them to answer all practical 
requirements. You know that water will 
run down hill, you know that an apple 
falling from a tree will go to the ground, 
ou know that sparks fly upward and that 
Are will burn. Just so with the financial 
question. You know that a scarcity of 
money means low prices and that low 
prices mean hard times. You know that 
when there is plenty of money in the 
country, when farmers are in a condition 
to buy freely that then there is activity 
then there is prosperity. You known that! 
takes more money to do the business of 
two men than it does to do the business of 
one man. You know that if the amount of 
money that there is in the world were 
doubled the holders of this money would 
not let it lie idie, but they would buy 
property, build houses, build factories and 
otherwise invest it, and that the result 
would be activity, and with this would 
come a demand for labor and a demand for 
the products of the farmer and 4 conse- 
vent increase in wages and an increase in 
price of commodities. This would re- 
store the purchasing power of the farmer 
and the laborer, it would restore the won- 
derful home maMect we used to hear about 
and would again give us prosperity. 
Applying this rule that when money is 
scarce times are hard and when money is 
plenty times are good, to the affairs of the 
world, it amounts to this, that when you 
increase the volume of money in the world 
you increase the selling price of property 
and of products and make the producing 
classes prosperous and this means the 
rosperity of the people. While if you re- 
— the volume of money in the world you 
correspondingly reduce the selling price of 
property and of products and destroy the 
prosperity of the producing classes. This 
rule is recognized by all great financlers of 
\ the world as an immutable and fundamental 
law of finance and it has been verified 
My the financial history of our country. 
From 1862 to 1866 we had neither gold nor 
liver in circulation in this country. Our 
oney consisted of Treasury notes issued 
y the Government and of National Bank 
otes and according to the Treasury tables 
e had during that time altoether $1,542,- 
„000 of paper money in circulation. It 
S true gold was ata premium. Sometimes 
t took $2.50 of paper to get $1 of gold but 
the people did not need gold and the most 
prosperous years that this Republic has ever 
seen were these years. Many of you recall 
them distinctly. Farmers prospered as they 
never had before. The merchants and thé 
bankers prospered and the manufacturers 
were running to their fullest capacity. 


But the Government decided to return to 
specie payments and for that purpose began 
to call in and cancel the greenbacks and 
issue bonds in their stead which did not cir- 
culate as money, and between 1866 and 1870 
the paper money in the country was re- 
duced by more than one-half and there fol- 
lowed a corresponding fall in prices. This 

roduced the panic of 1873, during which 

me prices fell from the paper money basis 
down to what was then called the specie 
basis. This was local to this country and 
did not affect Europe. The years of ruin 
and disaster following the panic of '73 were 
the result of the contraction of the cur- 
fTency by the Government. 

This resumption of specie payments by the 

vernment was on the basis of gold and 
silver. Those two materials had done the 
business of the world since the dawn of 
Civilization. For two hundred years their re- 
lation to each other was established and was 

ractically uniform throughout the world. 

nfortunately for mankind, the moneyed 
classes of Europe conceived the idea that it 
Would be to their interest to make money 
Gear and rroperty and labor cheap. 

During the decade following the war, our 
people had become the great debtor people 
ofthe earth. Not only had the Government 
the States, the counties and the cities is- 
sued bonds, but the railroads and all other 
— properties and great interests had 
ssued bonds, even mast of the farm and 
city monty had been mortgaged. The 

reat bulk of all this indebtedness was held 

y the English money lenders. The inter- 
est on this vast debt had to be paid by 
the American people in one form or in an- 
other; either in the form of taxes or in- 
creased charges on the railroads or in- 
creased prices of articles purchased, but 
under the prices which then existed for 
farm products and for labor our people were 
able to pay this vast interest and yet have 
Surplus left. which enabled them to sup- 

ly themselves with the comforts and even 
uxuries of life, and we find what was then 
known as the great American market. 

Our farmers were prosperous and all 
other classes were prosperous. This was 
when we had silver and gold. At that time 
the London bondholders had to take the 
interest on two $1,000 bonds to buy a horse 
or to buy a hundred bushels of wheat, and 
they concluded that if they could wipe out 
half of the money of the world then the 
interest on a $1,000 bond would buy a horse 
and would buy a hundred bushels of wheat 
and would buy a correspondingly increased 
amount of labor or any other kind of prop- 
erty, and this is what they accomplished. 

In 1873 they got our Government to by law 
demonetize silver, stop its coina e, deprive 
it of its legal tender functions an reduce it 

ractically to the basis of token money, and 

etween that year and 1880 they got nearly 

ok the governments to take similar steps, 

, Silver was no longer a rimary or 

tion money, but occupied the place 

ally of token money, and as the 

it of silver dollars in the world was 

bout equal to the amount of gold dol.

Mexico is on a silver | 
basis, and M. Romero, the Mexican Minister 


at Washington, a year ago published an 
article in the North American Review de- 
scribing the conditions of his country, and 
he showed that Mexico was more prosper- 
ous now than it ever was before in its his- 
tory. Her farmers are prospering, her busi- 
ness men are prospering, her manufactories 
are all busy and new ones are being erected 
and there is scarcely an idie laborer in | 
Mexico. 

But, my fellow citizens, if all of the talk 
about gold going to a premium were true, 
it would not meet the question. The ques- 
tion is, shall republican institutions be 
maintained in this country? If our farm- 
ers, our mechanics and our laborers are re- 
duced to the condition of mere tribute- 
paying serfs, then the doom of this re- 

ublic is sealed. If they are to be re 

uced to the impoverished condition of the 
toilers of Euro then a high and intelli- 

ent order of citizenship in this country is 
mpossible. Men who have little to eat 
and little to wear cannot educate their fam- 
ilies; men who Have to give up all their 
thoughts to what is practically unrequited 
toil are not calculated to act the role of in- 
dependent freemen. 

In 1776 England sought to dominate us po- 
litically; the finaneial and industrial policies 
of the world were not so prominent then. 
At that time all of the bankers and most of 


country were Tories. They sided with 
England, but the great common people of 
the colonies demanded independence. There 
were less than 3,000,000 of them. The infin- 
ential class were all ainst them. The 
fashionable people of the colonies and of 
Europe jeered them, The aristocrats of 
Europe sneered at their pretensions. Sup- 
ose that under these conditions the colonies 
1ad said: Liberty is a good thing, but we 
must wait until “re consents for us to 
have it.“ Would this republic ever have 
been founded? Instead of that, they an- 
nounced to the world their independence and | 
their readiness to die to maintain it. 

In 1812 England sought to dominate us 
upon the seas and again the bankers and | 
moneyed classes of our country sympathize‘ | 
with England. Suppose the weak and strug- | 
gling republic had then said: Freedom 
from search upon the seas is an excellent 
thing, but we must wait until Europe helps 
us to get it.“ Would our history have been 
the same? Although England was then 
almost mistress of the world, the young and 
struggling republic defied and defeated her. | 

Since that conditions have changed; poli- | 
cies have changed. England does not care 
to dominate us politically further than to 
shape our financial policy. She does not 
care to search our ships upon the seas, for | 
under the peculiar policy which has been 
pursued by our Government for the last 
twenty-five years we have scarcely any. | 
She does not care to send her own tax col- | 
lectors over here to dominate over us; she 
has found a method of subjugation that 
suits her better. If she can but keep our 
country in the condition.in which she has 
us now, where all the sweat, all the toil 
and all the blood of our people is drawn to 
her coffers to be coined into English sov- 
ereigns, she is content. 

Three millions of people established Re- 
publican institutions in this country in the 
face of a jeering and a sneering world. The 
question now is shall 70,000,000 of people 
surrender these institutions and announce 
to the world that they are incapable of 
maintaining them? Three millions of peo- 
ple a century ago announced to the world 
that they could get along without Europe. 
Shall 70,000,000 of people now proclaim that 
we are dependent upon the monarchy-rid- 
den and corruption-eaten European States?

But the Circle Formed Is a Radius of 
Twenty Miles. 


SILVER CITY, N. M., Aug. 29.—T wo com- 
panies of United States troops have again

STRATEGY SAVES A TRAGEDY. 


THE 


Twelve Thousand People Try to Crowd 
Into a Hall Holding Only 
Eight Thousand. 


JAMPSTOWN, N. v., Aug. 29.—Willlam 
J. Bryan spoke to-night in the Convention 
Hall at Celeron, on Lake Chautauqua, two 
miles from this city.. The deterniination of 
twice of as many people as the hall could 
hold to hear the presidential candidate re- 
sulted in a crush which would have énded 
in great loss of life if the panic which for 
half an hour seemed imminent had not 
been prevented. The hall contains seats for 
8,000 people, but fully 12,000 were packed into 
its frail walls fighting for mere standing 
room, an hour before the speech-making 


began. a 
Mr. Bryan, Mr. and Mrs. C. Sibley and 
members of the local committee pushed 
their way through a crush on the platform 
to the chairs reserved for them at 9 o' clock. 
The candidate was instantly recognized and 
the cher which his entrance kindled was 
one more, intense and _ shrill than any 
®hich he has heard since the Chicago con- 
vention. All the people stood on their 
chairs filling the auditorium with a storm 
of applause. They did not give orderly 
cheers but set up a continual cheer which 
lasted for several minutes. A choir on the 
stage started to sing “The Star Bangled 
Banner’ and before the end of the first 
sentence was r * 8 of 
roices making a great chorus. 
When Mr. Bryan was introduced the trou- 
ble began. The aud-ence climbed upon the 
chairs to cheer and did not climb down. Mr. 
Bryan appealed t@ them to be seated, and 
his appeals were entirely ineffective. He 
stood for five minutes making this endeavor, 
and all this time people crowded ibto the 
doors and climbed in the windows. There 
were thousands outside and few policemen 
to keep them back. Viewed from the plat- 
form the whole auditorium was a struggling 
mob, while overhead men clung Lke mon- 
keys to the rafters. There were 500 people 
in the center aisle, and those in front were 
in danger of being crushed to death. Wom- 
en were shrieking on the platform; the few 
ladies there sat with white faces. Mrs. 
Bryan smiled nervously, for it looked as 
though the people below would be pushed 
onto the stage. Mr. Bryan, Mr. Sibley and 
Several committeemen took turns appeal- 
ing to those in the aisles and the back of 
the hall to go out, but they could not, al- 
though many tried. One man in the gallery 
got a hearing and walled: 

„For God's sake go out; there will be a 
panic; people will be killed.“ Another in 
the pit called out: 

“Don’t speak, Bryan, don’t. Go home. 
This is dangerous.“ 

Mr. Bryan said that he would not speak 
and started to leave, Mr. Sibley making 
the announcement that the meeting would 
have to be abandoned unless a part of the 
audience could be driven out. Half a dozen 
poli¢Gemen struggled to clear the middle 
aisle. Word was finally shouted that Mr. 
Bryan would make an out-door speech. 
Thirty-five minutes after Mr. Bryan 
made his first attempt to speak he made 
the second beginning, and the speech was 
providentially finished without accident. In 
the crowd, however, many persons were 
squeezed until they fainted before Mr. 
Gibley created a diversion by speaking from 
a stand some distance from the hall. The 
enthusiasm of the night, oat from its 
troubles was greater than Mr. Bryan has 
seen since the Chicago Convention, 

His speech was devoted to the financial 
question and in the beginning he said that 
if people crowded so to hear about free 
silver in the banner Republican 1 he 
would not dare to bring them out in a 
Democratic county. 

The address delivered by Mr. Bryan was 
—— on the lines of hi speech at Hor- 
nelieville to-day. He accused his political 
opponents of having brought about a panic 
to secure the accomplishment of private 
end. He said they had forced issue after 
issue of bonds regardless of prices and of 
the tax-people who had to pay the taxes. 
“Gold is a coward,” was one of als ex- 
pressions. “It has ever been a coward 
and the reason the advocates of the gold 
standard are cowards is because their con- 
eciences bring them to the realization that 
they bring ‘ruin to the human race.’ 

Referring to the Republicans he said they 
have penned themselves in where they must 
receive the attack of every person who loves 
his country better than his pocketbook. 
All his references to foreigners ruling thie 
country financially were cheered, particu- 
larly the statement that “If you cannot 
expect * from St. Louis how can you 
expect it from Lombard street.“ 

He appealed to his audience as patriots 
to destroy the Republican party. We are 
going to do it,” he added, and there was 
more cheering. Just as Mr. Bryan was con- 
cludi a man in the audience asked him 
to “Give us someth.ng about Government 
banks.” In answer the candidate said: 1 
believe that to invest national banks with 
the right to coin paper into money is con- 
ferring benefits on a ticular class, which 
is contrary to the codstitution.”

When a Post-D.spatch reporter saw him 
at his home, 2810 Lindel] avenue, last night 
and asked him what he d to say concern- 
ing the Synod, he replied: “Several articles 

ve been published which were incorrect 
and misleading. For instance, it was re- 


ported that when I was Bishop of Wheeling, | 


Ome overruled my decrees requiring par- 
ents to send their children to Catholic 
schools. It was said that at a banquet at 
the Christian Brothers’ College I admitted 
that I had been checked by the Pope in 
my course on the school question, but I had 
never made an act of contrition, 

That report is utterly groundless. 
fact is that when I was Bishop of Wheel- 
ing I required Catholic parents to send 
their children to Catholic schools. Some 
1 thought that I was too severe and 
hey complained to Rome. I was requested 
to state my position and I submitted to the 
Propaganda a copy of the statutes and of 
my pastoral letter. I received answer that 
the Sacred Congregation sanctioned my leg- 
lation and that the very. next day the 
Pope himself approved of it. 

The laws which will be enacted in this 
diocese will not be as severe as the ones 
in force in Wheeling. There the cases of 
parents who did not send their children to 
Cathollo schools were reserved. That is, 
the priests’ power to give absolution to 
such parents was suspended, and it could 
be exercised by the Bishop alone in his 
discretion. In this diocese the cases will 
not be reserved. The priests will be re- 
quired to see that children are sent to pa- 
rochial schools, but they may absolve par- 
ents, provided the offense will not be per- 
sisted. in. 

Pants will not be compelled to send 
their children to the school of the parish to 
which they belong. They may send them 
to any parish school or Catholic sehool of 
any Und that they choose. 

Wherever there is a doubt as to whether 
children should be exempted from the obli- 
gation-to attend a parochical school, the par- 
ents or pastors may lay the case before the 
School Commisssion or before me. I will 
appoint the commission after the synod. It 
will consist of several priests and in addi- 
tion’ to passsing on exceptional cases, it w.ll 
examine the parochical schools and keep 
them up to a certain standard. 

“The rules requiring parents to send their 
children to parochial schools will be en- 
forced as much as possible. 


It has been said that the decision of the 


priests in the Synod will be conclusive as to 
the decrees. If they affirm the decrees they 
will be operative, otherwise not. The fact 
is that the priests will only have a con- 
sultative voice in the Synod. T will approve 
of the decrees before they will have an op- 
portunity to pass on them.

“The story told by Capt. Anderson is all 
untrue,” she said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday.

‘FRISCO BACKS DOWN. 


Cancels Its Notice of the $2.75 Hard 
Coal Rate. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Aug. 2.—The announce 
ment that the St. Louis 4 San Francigco 
contemplated making à reduction in hard 
coal rates from New Orleans to points in 
Kansas and Nebraska to $2.75 per ton prac- 
tically threw the Western roads into a 


panic. Hard coal is a most important fac- 
tor in the westbound traffic at present, 
and the diversion in traffic in favor of New 
Orleans, which the low rate of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco would create, would 
have made a very decided bole in the rev- 
enues of the lines passing through this 
city. The $2.75 rate is 25 cents under the 
Chicago rates and the roads from here were 
not at all inclined to meet the reduction. 
The strongest kind of pressure was brought 
to bear on the St. Louis & San Francisco, 
and it was told very plainly that a disas- 
trous war in rates would be the inevitable 
result if that rate were persisted in. ‘The 
representations made were sufficieft to 
make it cancel its notice of the $2.75 rate, 
and for the present, at least, there will be 
no lower rate on hard coal in the West- 
ern territory. 

The Western roads will make the same 
rate to the gold standard Democrats’ Con- 
vention at Indianapolis as has been made 
by the roads in the Central Passenger 
Committee, which is one fare for the round 
trip. The Alton to-day gave notice that it 
would make this rate, and all of the other 
roads in the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion will make the same reduction. The 
Alton has also announced that it will make 
a round-trip rate of $10 from St. Louis and 
East St. Louis to Northern Lake Michigan 
oints. This is to meet the action of the

The body of Victoria Le Roy, the ill-fated 
aeronaut who fell to her death from her 
balloon at the St. Louis County Fair Fri- 
day afternoon, was laid to rest in the Wes- 
leyan Cemetery yesterday morning. ; 
There was no one to mourn over the man- 
led remains except the woman's broken- 
hearted husband, George W. Hibbard. 
Neither he nor any of the thousands who 
gazed horror-stricken as she tumbled from 
the clouds to the earth will ever forget 
the anguish of those few secon but it 
may be some consolation to them know 
that her death was painiess.

Boundless Testimony That Congress 
Unwittingly Passed the Act of ’73, 
but Sherman Knew Its Effect. 


UNITED STATES SENATE, Ww ASHING- 
TON, D. C., Aug. 24, 1896.—Hon. John Sher- 
man, Mansfield, O.: Dear Sir—In your 
Speech of Aug. 15, 1896, delivered at Colum- 
bus, O., you grossly misrepresent me. You 
quote garbled extracts from a speech I made 
in the Senate on the llth of June, 1874, when 
I was advocating a return to specie payment 
and inadvertently used the term “gold” for 
„Specle, which was very common in those 
days. If you had printed the context it 
would have refuted the inference you drew 
from the extracts you did print. The speech 
is quite lengthy, and your quotation is made 
by selecting at various places sentences or 
parts of sentences and stringing them to- 
gether to make them mean what you desire, 
and not what they really did mean when ut- 
tered. 

The eighth section of the bill under con- 
sideration provided for the redemption of 
greenbacks with bonds and the reissuance 
of greenbacks—a scheme, I contended, to 
inorease the bonded indebtedness, and for 
no other purpose—whereupon I remarked: 

“One of two things is true; either the 
Genate is in favor of resumption of specie 
payments at some future day absolutely, 
or itis not.

You say that it will not have the 
coin; that we have not got the €oin to

GIVES GOOD ADVICE TO 
YOUNG RIDERS. 


What is training? Training, es applied to 


tion, 

Until an athlete be trained he should ab- 
stain from physical competitions, because 
to take part in any such contest when not in 


ma- condition is a serious matter, for a man may 
easily strain himself if he has not under- 


gone adequate preparation. 

For example, a cyclist riding m a race 
untrained, may have determined to give 
up the moment he feels he has had enough. 
Towards the finish of a race hg is conscious

mination, so he sets his teeth and prepares 
himgelf for a grand final effort.

During my racing career I made it a rule 
not to ride or train during the ter. 1 
would advise tak ng a thorough rest at that 
season. This s a better course to pursue 
than to attempt to keep in condition ali 
winter. I have noticed that the men that 
train even a little all winter generally “go 
stale’’ before the fall meets are over. 

I found that my body seemed to require 
plenty of repose. I do not think that 1 am 
very different from the rest of mankind, 
but perhaps I can stand a little more than 
my share of rest. To this long absten- 
tion from riding and any form of severe 
exerc.se during the winter I attribute the 
fact that I have been able to successfully 
go through longer and more trying racing 
seasons than any one else. 

In the early spring I * to ride on the 
road with a road wheel, doing ¢rom ten to 
thirty miles a day. I take it easy and do 
not attempt any fast work, and whenever 
any scorchers catch me and want to hustle | 
me along, they have to do all the hustling | 
themselves, and I view their disappearing 
back wheels with the greatest complacency. 

I contsnue road work for about three 
weeks until I find that my muscles are 
working all right and the feeling of stiffness 
which always comes when 1 first begin 
riding has entirely disappeared. 

i have not been impresseu with the good 
effects of walking or runn.nggviile training 
for bicycle races. I have tried both, and 
now advise against them. In waiking and 
running other muscles than those requ.red 
in cyclL.ng are used. The danger from stim- 
ness after walk.ng is considerabie, and 
bl.stered feet are very frequent. 

A moderate walk will do no harm of 
course, nemher will it help your cycie 
training. Running will improve the lungs, 
but not the muscles you need in riding a 
bicycle. 

The best exercise for agar | for cycle 
facing is riding a bicycle, and if this is 
done regularly no other form of exerc.se 
will be found necessary. 

Most men should commence training on 
the road at least a month before their 
first race, but I take a much longer t.me 
to get fit. My only consolation is that I keep 
in form longer than usual, general.y right 
through the season. I rode for and won 
the fifty-mile English championship with- 
out any preparation for such a long dis- 
tance, a in consequence went “stale” for 


a month. . 
This preliminary road riding, ike training, 
must be done in a regular and systematic | 
manner. Regularity in work is a most 
important element of successful training. 
The morning exercise should be taken from 
one and a half to two hours after breakfast. 
Tt 40 not believe in taking any exercise 
before breakfast as some well-intentioned 
writers on the subject advise. I have tried 
it, but it was not a success, It seemed to 
me like trying to run an engine without fuel. 
There was no question in my own case, but 
that half an hour’s work before breakfast 
took more out of me than an hour's work 
after a good meal had had time to digest. 
I found it did not agree with me, and there- 

Core discontinued it. 

Well, then, one and a half to two hours 
after breakfast ride from eight to ten miles 
on the road. I advise wearing 4 sweater 
to work off the adipose tissue. The last 
three or four miles should be ridden at a 
smart pace, but refrain from spurting. Go 
direct without loitering about to your dress- 
ing room, which should be warm. Here the 
perspiration will increase. You should im- 
mediately be rubbed with soft towels until 
thoroughly dry, when further rubbing with 
some alceholic preparation will prevent your 
becoming stiff. 

I advise lots of hand rubbing. This is 
an important thing, as it benefits the mus- 
cles and works off flesh. After each ride I 
am thoroughly rubbed dry with — 
then my whole body undergoes a sort 0 
massage treatment from the bare hands of 
an attendant and then a liniment is plenti- 
fully applied and rubbed in. 

I consider rubbing with the bare hands by 
a strong, healthy person one of the most 
valuable adjuncts to good training. By it 
the muscles are made free a pliable, 
and the skin is kept in a smooth, healthy 
condition. Also, after a hard race, there is 
nothing so refreshing as to be worked with 
the bare hands. No amount of rubbing with 
any kind of towels seems to have the same 
effect. It revives one more than anything 
I have evertried. The effect is felt at once, 
and there is no reaction, as is the case 
where stimulants are taken. 

A man im training should never be over- 
heated unless he is prepared to be properly 
rubbed down. This point # most Important, 
as a cold is easily contracted. 

It is an immense advantage to a racing 
man when he starts training if he can ob- 
tain the assistance of one who is himself a 
cyclist, who works upon reus~9able and ra- 
tional lines, and who will rub “im down 
thoroughly as above described. 

It is undoubtedly a dact that where fee!l- 
ings of friendsip or affection exist between 
the two men the beneficial effect upon tie 
rider is gréater. g

RESIGNS THE PRESIDENCY OF 
THE ST. LOUIS NATIONAL. 


NO POLITICS IN THE CHANGE. 


Cashier Jolin Nickerson of the Mer- 
chants-Laclede Bank Elected to 
Fill the Vacancy. 


Several unexpected changes in the bank- 
ing world in St. Louls took place yester- 
day afternoon. : 

Mr. Lewis C. Nelson, President of the 
St. Louis National Bank, 207 North Broad- 
way, tendered his resignation at a called 
meeting of the Board of Directors, and it 
was accepted. 

Mr. John Nickerson, cashier of the Mer- 
chants-Laclede National Bank, resigned 
his position with that institution and was 


elected President of the St. Louis National 
Bank, to succeed Mr. Nelson. 

Mr. H. L. Noel, First Vice-President of 
the St. Louis National Bank, resigned, 
and Mr. Nelson was elected in his stead. 

Maj. Chas. G. Warner, Vice-President of 
the Missouri Pacific Railway Co., was 
elected Second Vice-President. 

At the Merchants-Laclede National Bank 
Assistant Cashier George E. Hoffman was 
elected to succeed Mr. Nickerson and Mr. 
liumphrey Fullerton, paying teller, 
made assistant cashier. 

Hach of these gentlemen will enter upon 
the duties of his new office next Tuesday, 
Sept. 

Mr. Nelson states that his resignation was 
purely voluntary, and the result of a deter- 
mination reached a year and a half ago. 
Jie became President of the bank in January, 
189), but has found the duties very exacting. 
fie desir€és a rest. 

“My resignation has no 
cance whatever,” said Mr. Neleon to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “IT am well known in St. 
louis as a Democrat, but that has no bear- 
ing on my relations with this institution. 
notwithstanding the fact that George Gould 
and other Eastern men hold a considerable 
portion of the stock. Mr. Gould owns $50,000 
worth of stock, but my interest exceeds that, 
as lam the largest individual stockholder. 

“I have always been treated well here, 
and my connection with the bank has been 
very pleasant. The hours are not long, but 
ihe duties are onerous, and after twenty- 
five years of active life, with hardly a pause, 
J feel the need of a change, and for eighteen 
months I have been trying to get out of the 
harness. 

“The Directors pleaded with me to remain, 
but I became fully determined, and they al- 
lawed me to have my way about the matter. 

„I was elected First Vice President and 
will continue to have an office here in the 
Dank and transact my private business from 
this point. 

“Since | became President, the capital 
Stock of the bank has increased from $500,000 
to $1,000,000, and if there has ever been any 
dissatisfaction with the management that 
fact has not come to my knowledge.” 

Both Mr. Nelson and Mr. Nickerson deny 
that there is a movement on foot to congoll- 
dilate the two banks. 

There was an effort made six months ago 
to consol'date the Commercial Bank, also 
a Gould institution, and the St. Louis Na- 
tional. It fell through owing to a dieposi- 
tion on the part of the Commercial to gobble 
all the offices. * 

“I simply resigned my position as Cashier 
of the Merchants’-Laclede Bank to accept 
the Presidency of the St. Louis National 
Bank.“ said Mr. Nickerson, “and that ie all 
there is about it."’ 

Mr. Nelson contemplates a European tour 
of several months this fall and winter.

CUT JN WAGES. 


Jokerst-St. Gem Shirt Factory Make a 
Reduction of Ten Per Cent. 


The Jokerst-St. Gem shirt factory at 
Twenty-second and Chestnut streets cut 
the wages of its sewing girls yesterday 10 
per cent. The alleged cause is dullness in 
the buatness. 

Quite a commotion was caused among 
the girls in the morning when the type- 


written notice of the cut was posted up. 

They did not sing the song of the shirt 
when they took their places opposite the 
machines, with fingers weary and worn 
and eyelids heavy and red, but they did a 
great deal of thinking. 

After a while talk of a strike began to 
fly from girl to girl, for all of them felt 
that they could not live any cheaper than 
they have been doing. 

But they did not leave their machines, 
and toward the close of the day they ap- 
peared to be reconciled. 

To a reporter who called to inquire about 
the expected strike Mr. St. Gem said: “We 
were obliged to reduce Wages because this 
is the dull season. Several factories in 
the city have closed down and thrown 
their employes out of work. 

“In the busy season we have 250 employes, 
but for some time we could not keep over 
seventy-five girls at work. ; The cut in 
Wages will last only until Nov. 1, for 1 
have work enough on hand until then.

SCHOOL BOARD 
AND THE PRESS. 
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HOW CERTAIN BIG JOBS HAVE 
BEEN DEFEATED. 


ONE LESSON Mor FINISHED. 


The Heating Job May Yet Be Investi- 
gated by the Courts and 
Trouble Result. 


From year to year the St. Louis School 
Board has let contracts for school work in 
any manner that suited the School Direct- 
ors. 

Contracts for new buildings, for the pur- 
chase of sites for new buildings, for repairs. 
for furniture, for fixtures, for everything in 
fact that tie Board is empowered to pur- 
chase, have been given out regardless of the 
interests of the public and the welfare of 
the schools. 

Certain rules are supposed to govern the 
School Board in letting these contracts, but 
the rules have been more often violated than 
observed. 

The only check on the Board has been the 
vigilance of the newspapers, which has pre- 
vented the consummation of many a job in 
comection with school contracts and saved 
Vast sums te the public. 

The last School Board went out of exist- 
ence in the midst ef a scandal from which 


certain Directors were never cleared. 

It was in cofnection wit.. che purchase of 
a school sixe for which the School Board 
paid about $1,000 more than the seller re- 
Celv This was just after the Post-Dis- 
patch prevented a job in the letting of con- 
tracts for latrines for the schools. The 
latter was a case very similar to the at- 
tempt to foist upon the publi a partici | 
lar style of boiler for the schools for 
which $11,000 more than they were said to 
be worth was charged hecause no compe- 
tition was allowed. 

The old board, as a result of some of 
these affairs, left as a legacy to the new 
one, an indebtedness of over $100,000 in un- 
paid bills for repairs. 

The new board had been in existence but 
a short time when certain members began 
imitating the old board in the matter of 
contracts and found a sufficient number 
favorable to their plans to have made it 
possible to carry them out but for the 
newspapers. 

The first affair to attract unfavorable at- 
tention was the purchase of nearly $5,000 
worth of a new style of maps known as 
politico-relief maps, which was a piece of 
extravagance considered decidedly unwise 
in the face of the enormous expense unex- 
pectedly thrown upon the board by the 
tornado damage. 

This went through and then came the 
necessity for supplying six new schools 
and school additions with heating appa- 
ratus. 

As soon as plans and specifications for 
this work had been prepared under the 
direction of the School Board Building Com- 
mittee the Post-Dispatch exposed an at- 
tempt to present over $11,000 to the proprie- 
tors of 5. M. Bosley’s patent 
incandescent boiler and an equal- 
ly large sum to the B. F. Sturtevant Heat- 
ing Co. of Chicago for its fans and en- 
gines for ventilating the schools. 

This presentation would have been very 
easily accomplished but for the Post-Dis- 
patch. The specifications merely provided 
that the Bosley incandescent boilers and 
furnaces should be used for the steam 
heating and the Sturtevant fans and en- 
gines for the ventilation of the schools. 

This effectually shut out all competition 
and permitted the extortion of any price 
for the articles that their proprietors saw 
fi 


* 

Whether the amounts over and above a 
fair profit were to remain in the pockets of 
the proprietors, is a matter of conjecture. 

The Post-Dispatch, by calling attention to 
the monopolies thus created, compelled the 
Board to admit competition. Under the 
original specifications the total bids were | 
363.000. 0 

Under the new specifications 
amounted to $40,000. 

The Bosley and Sturtevant jobs were 
knocked out, but the School Board was not | 
so easily defeated. The Peck-Williamson 
deal remained. It was partially carried out 
and Director Grawe, while the School Board 
was in session, declared that the newspapers 
would be to blame if an inferior system of 
heating were introduced in the schools. 

As a result of the efforts of the Post-Dis- 
patch the Peck-Willlamson deal will not be 
carried out and before the Board is through 
with the matter it may have learned a les- 
son that will cause similar proceedings in 
the matter of special contracts to become de- 
cidedly less frequent. 

The people behind the injunction suit filed 
against the board last Friday are deter- 
mined to carry it through. Attorneys Al- 
derson & McEntire, in whose hands the 
matter has been placed, have been busy for 
two days collecting evidence in the case. 

If there has been any fraud, and it can be 
shown, those back of the suit to prevent 
the execution of the Pecx-Williamson con- 
tract will show it. k 

It is the present intention to take deposi- 
tions in the cage. If this intention is car- 
ried out, some of the School Directors and 
contractors will be put upon the stand and 
plied with questions that may be difficult 
for them to answer. 

A long established rule adopted years ago 
to prevent just such manipulation as has 
resulted in the Peck-Williamson contract, 
was violated by the board in awarding the 
contracts to the Peck-Williamson Co. 

Why it was violated is the principal ques- 
tion to be answered in the pending suit. 

Attorneys Alderson & McEntire, repre- 
senting those who have applied for an in- 
junction, are working hard to have it an- 
swered. 

As many obstacles as possible are being 
thrown in their way by those interested in 
preventing the successful prosecution of the | 
suit. They are having difficulty in secur- 
Ing access to papers necessary in the suit, 
which are matters of public record in the 
School Board Building Department. 

In spite of these obstacles, those who are 
behind the suit express confidence in its 
result and deciare that at last the St. Louis 
School Directors are to be taught a lesson 
they will remember when new contracts are 
to be awarded

Of this vast 
amount, Cook County, with its thousands of 
wealthy people, and hundreds of million- 
aires, returned but a paltry $6,960 in gold 
and silver plate and plated ware, while last 
year the amount returned was $15,368, over 
twice the amount found by actual search 
by the assessors, This year Sangamon 
County has been discovered to have. $2,485 
worth of gold and silver plate and plated 
ware; last year it had 32.504. Peoria County 
this year was found for $2,215, and last 
year $2,070. 
turns $2 worth of the commodit.“ but last 
year it had $50 worth within its boundary. 
Other counties present a like ratio. 

The shortage in gold and silver plate, and 


platedware. however, is more than made up 
in the large increase in diamonds returned. | 


This year the Assessors discovered $66,693 
worth of the shining stones, while last 
year but $58,650 was listed. The increase, 
however, does not come from Cook County, 
for this year the Assessors among the enor- 
mously wealthy classes returned $6,960, while 
last year they discovered $12,054 worth. Ef- 
fingham County returned this year $9,560

One summer day several years ago

her birth, once again. Her husband paid 
her way across the big pond, but at the 
final parting he was loath to let her go, 
‘go devoted was he. 

When Mrs. Kuehn reached the home of

NAMES OF PRESIDENTS. 


Eight Letters Are a Hoodoo, but the 
Final N Is Lucky. 


Every native-born citizen of the United 

tates 35 years of age, of sound mind and 
not disqualified by crime, is eligible to the 
Presidency, provided he has been fourteen 
years a resident within the country.“ 

The millions of Americans possessing 
these requisite attributes and qualifications 
will be interested in the following curious 
facts regarding the Presidential office. 

To begin at the beginning—that is, with 
Washington—the Father of His Country 
had ten letters in his surname, and no one 
of his successors has used up so much of the 
alphabet as he did in spelling it. His name 
was what may be called a “ten strike,“ 
and he stands not only first in war, first 


in peace and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen, but first also in alphabetical 
distinction. 

Next to Washington in this respect stand 
Jeflerson and Cleveland, names of nine 
letters each, and by a singular coincidence 
each had two terms. Another point of sim- 
ilarity, both caused talk of a third term. 

There have been six Presidents each with 
eight letters in his name. Here they are: 
Van Buren, Harrison, Fillmore, Buchanan, 
Garfield and then again Harrison. The Pres- 
idents with seven letters to their credit 
were Mad.son, Jackson; Lincoln and John- 
son.

An analysis of the preceding list dis- 
Closes the fact that the eight-ietter men 
were victims of misfortune in one way or 
another. Van Buren, for instance, failed 
of a re-election. The first Harrison, who.de- 
feated him died in office, a few weeks after 
his inauguration. Fillmore, when he ran 
for the presidency in 1856 on the Know- 
Nothing ticket, carried only one State. Bue 
chanan has been blamed, whether justly 
or not, for having brought on the civil war, 
Poor Garfield was assassinated and Har- 
rison was beaten by Cleveland four years 
ago. 

Sasser Monroe, one of the four six-letter 
Presidents, was lucky while in office, but 
the closing years of his life were clouded 
by misfortune. When he d.ed in this city, 
he was practicalfy a dependent for his sup- 
port on his son-in-law. Taylor, the second 
of the six-letter Presidents, died in off ce. 
Pierce may be set down as a failure, and 
Arthur falled to get the nomination he 
coveted. 

The Presidents that had five letters in 
their names were the two Adamses, both 
of whom failed of re-election; Tyler, who 
betrayed the party which elected him; 
Gen. Grant and Hayes. 

This brings the record down to four- 
letter Polk. No man with only three letters 
in his name has ever become President, 
although at least two received votes in the 
Electoral College. Among them was the 
great John Jay. Henry Lee was a candid- 
ate in 1833, but his ticket got only eleven 
votes, 

An extraordinary fatality has attended 
the men with four letters in their names 
who have been candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency. Polk is the 
only exception, and even he was beaten 
more than once before he succeeded. 

First of all comes the bad but brilliant 
Burr. In 1801, Burr tied Jefferson for the 
Presidency in the Electorial College. The 
election was thrown into the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Burr was beaten, winning 
only the Vice-Presidency, for which he did 
not care. Before that, Burr had been twice 
beaten for the second office. 

Rufus King was beaten by George Clinton 
for the Vice-Presidency in 1801 and again 
in 1808. In 1816 he ran for the Presidency 
and was whipped by Monroe. Daniel D. 
Tompkins defeated James Ross in the same 
election and four years later Rush re- 
ceived only one vote in the Electoral Col- 
lege. 

Henry Clay's career is a record of ca- 
lamity. He was first beaten for the Pres- 
idency in 1824, again in 1832, and a third 
time in 1844. | t 

Wirt was another Presidential faliure. 
Then came Cass, who was slaughtered by 
Taylor in 1848. William R. King, for a 
wonder, was elected Vice-President on the 
Pierce ticket in 1852. John Bell was beaten 
for the Presidency in 1860, and so was Jo- 
seph. Lane, who ran with Breckinridge for 
the Vice-Presidency. To this long list must 
be added the name of Whitelaw Reid. 

To come down to the four-letter Presl.

this is an ill-omened record for Thomas 
Brackett Reed of Maine; David Bennett

“MAB” GETS THE INSIDE TRACK 
ON SOME “DUCKS OF HATS” 
AND OTHER THINGS. 


The sudden and most welcome change in 
the weather has set all the ladies thinking 
about fall gowns and bonnets, and what is 
quite as essential, fall wraps. Having heard 
such remarkable rumors about the vagaries 
of fashion, or rather the vagaries which 
that most powerful dame intends to assume 
tihis fall and winter, I went out on a tour 
of investigation. 

It is too early for the meghants to make 
any great display of new fall and winter fab- 
rics. And the milliners have not yet received 
their goods from Europe and the East, yet 
I was fortunate enough to gain some infor- 
mation which may prove of interest to the 
women readers of the Post-Dispatch. 

I first visited the headquarters of a gen- 
tleman who knows more about dress fab- 
rics than any woman in the city, and ds 
he had just returned from a tour of the Con- 
tinent, as well as the East, I was fortunate 
in having a little talk with him and induc- 
ing him to show me a few samples of the 
goods which will be most popular for gowns 
this fail. 

Tufted fabrics will be the favorites and 
they will be trimmed elaborately with fur, 
velvet and heavy slk. Occidental suitings, 
pebble dentelle, novelty mohair pirole, Bar- 
athea crepe de Lyon, tufted boucie, mohair 
melange, fancy Cheviots, English tweeds 
and boucle effects are some of the names 
applied to dashionable dress goods. An ef- 
fort is being made to bring the different 
Shades of gray in the front ranks of 
fashion and nothing is neater or more ef- 
fective upon a slender figure than gowns 
in different tones of gray, but, on the other 
hand, for the fleshy woman nothing in- 
creases her size, or rather shows her size 
60 prominently as this color. 

One pretty street gown that I admired 
greatly was made of navy blue, a color be- 
coming to all, the material being mohair, 
and the skirt flaring about the feet but 
standing closely, in at the hips, the fulness 
Nearly all at the back. The skirt was 
trimmed with a berder of silver gray mo- 
hair, fastened with machine stitching, and 
graduated from the back and sides From 
several inches to about one ineh in width 
in the front. The Eton jacket, which was a 
part of this suit, was also tr.mmed with a 
stitched band of gray, wide epaulettes, 
which were well stiffened and ornamented 
wiih three rows of machine stitching stand- 
ing out from the sides. The gigot sleeves 
were trimmed up in the front with stitched 
bands of gray finished at the wrists with 
flaring cuffs of the same material. 

An air of smartness was given this cos- 
tume by the plaited vest of soft white silk, 
with turnover collar standing out over a 
cravat of blue chiffon. A girdle of gray 
ribbon will be worn with it, tied beneath the 
Eton jacket, and fastened at the right side 
with two loops and streamers of,the ribbon.

Another very popular fall material will be 
the fabric known as Empress cloth, which 
Was extremely popular ut twenty years 
ago. A great deal of braiding is used, the 
seams and side widths of the skirts being 
ornamented in this way. 

Green, a shade of red known as Henry the 
Second red, and shades of purple, will be 
the popular colors this winter. Fur and os- 
trich ‘feathers will be used until every one 
will grow tired of them, the ostrich boa of 
the past having developed into something 
quite wonderful and most becoming to afi 
pretty faces. It takes a small fortune to 
purchase oné of the newest ostrich boas, as 
several long plumes must extend over the 
Shoulders as well as about the neck, each 
tip being from six to twelve inches long.

perfect. Whether lord or peasant attempt- 
ed such an act of folly, he would be lookea 
upon as a fool. Yet what man would think 


laughable for animals is adopted by women 
with zeal.

MONSTERS OF THE

TERRIFIC BATTLE BETWEEN A 
GIGANTIC sPERM WHALE 
AND AN OCTOPUS. 


Frank Bullen, an English naturalist, de- 
describes a sight which it has rarely been 
the fortune of man to witness—a fight to 
death between those monsters of the ocean, 
a whale and an octopus, known as the 
giant squid or devil fish. 

The whale was of the sperm variety, not 
only the largest known sea monster, but the 
largest mammal of water or land, spec'mens 
often attaining a length of a hundred feet. 

The squid is a frightful monster with ten 
long flexible arms, each having a sucker at 
the end capable of holding up hurdreds of 
pounds weight. It has a sharp beak, like a 
parrot's somewhat, and few living things 
come within the scope of their arms and 
escape alive. It has also the power of con- 
cealing its whereabouts by muddying the

Mr. Bullen was crossing the straits of 
Malacca when one night he was attracted 
by a t commotion in the ocean, which at 
first he thought was due to volcanic or 
seismic disturbance. He called the captain 
and as the ship approached nearer they were 
astonished to discover the two giants of the 
sea engaged in deadly battle.

TRINIDAD’S ASPHALT LAKE. 


Like the Widow’s Cruse, It Never Gets

Scientists have long been puzzled at the 
wonderful geological phenomena presented 
by Pitch Lake, in the island Trinidad, the 
well-kndwn source of such st supplies of 


asphaltum used on the streets of this and 
other countries. The lake or pot is esti- 
mated at only some 118 acres in area, yet it 
has yielded up many hundreds of thousands 
of tons pt asphaltum, and: notwithstanding 
the quantity dug out, the excavation, curi- 
ously enough, is refilled wih the strange 
substance in two or three weeka, and thus 
it is that the level of Pitch Lake is said to be 
never lowered.

VERMONT WOODS. 


A PECULIAR NERVOUS DISEASE 
FOUND ONLY AMONG IGNO- 
RANT WOOD-CHOPPERS. 


After a hard season in the woods in the 


northern part of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, the hardy lumbermen are glad to 
escape from the isolation which has been 
forced upon them for several months, and 
delight to get imto the world and mingle 
with their fellows. In this way the people 
of Northern New England occasionally get 
acquainted with specimens of a very cur- 
lous and pitiable class of men known as 
Jumpers.“ 

A “jumper” is a sufferer from a remark- 
ale nervous disease that seems confined 
exclusively, or nearly so, to backwoods- 
men. It is almost an axiom that every 
camp contains a fiddler and a jumper. If 


the men, rough, inconsiderate and unedu- 
cated fellows, fail to find a jumper in the 
camp when it is organized for the long 
hard winter's work, says the correspondent 
of the New York Sun, they proceed at their 
earliest opportunity to produce one. The 
instant a man exhibits signs of possess- 
ing an unusually nervous temperament they 
. —— him as their legitimate prey. 

e is pestered and nagged in every possible 
way. Cook pots and water basins are flung 
at him, he is suddenly jabbed in the ribs 
and frightened by loud yells close to his 
ears. It doesn't take many weeks of this 
kind of treatment to rob a poor fellow of 
what control he had over his nerves, and 
3 strong lumbermen become complete 
under control of their fellows. 

Let any one point a finger at him and the 
qumper will bite his own hand nearly to the 
one. At an unexpected command he wil! 
strike at any thine that happens to be near 
him. If it should be the side of a house his 
hands: may be badly bruised as a result, for 
he will deliver the blow as though he was 
felling an ox. Whatever a jumper is told 
to do he does to the full extent of his pow- 
ers, and the worst of it is that he is perfect- 
ly conscious of how he is being imposed up- 
on and suffers agony, but he is powerless to 
help himself. A Vermont newspaper man 
tells of a jumper who was once walking in 
Single file with a company of choppers. Kach 
man had his axe over his shoulder. Some 
One outside of the line threw a stick at the 
jumper. The latter started and brought 
down his sharp axe on the head of the man 
in front of him, and nearly ended his com- 
panion’s lifts then and there.

the sufferer completely lose his own will and 
puts him under the control of another. It 
sometimes happens that one particular man 
has more power than others over a jumper 
and is as completely his master as he would 
be of a dog. et him point his finger at the 
jumper and the latter will follow the move- 
ments of the finger like a mesmerized per- 
son, and will jump, shout, or run at the 
word of command. One of the features of 
such cases is that the victim apparently sel- 
dom gets angry. hen he has ceased to 
serve as sport for his fellows he will look 
very sheepish and hang his head, but it 
never seems to occur to them to attempt 
to retallate. 

Jumpers are usually French Canadians by 
birth and ignorant, animal-like specimens of 
humanity.

In spite of this fact, the ghost was ar- 
rested last Tuesday evening, and Detective 

rady is the man who perpetrated this 
Outrage upon a creature as harmless and 
hecessary as Mr. W. Shakspeare considered 
the domestic cat. 

Having made his will and appointed a 
friend to draw his Salary and make ar- 
rangements with the City Undertaker, the 
Post-Dispatch reporter who investigated 
the affair will proceed to relate the true 
story of Detective Brady—the only man in 
St. Louis, as far as known, and probably 
the only man in the world, who ever ar- 
rested a ghost.

In 1862 the prosperous city of Troy, N. Y., 
was almost totally blotted out by fire. 
In the year 1700 over one-half of the city 
of Edinburgh was destroyed by fire. 
In 1877 St. John, New Brunswick, suffered 
from fire, which destroyed $12,500,000 worth 
of property. 
In 1865 there was a fire in Constantinople 
which destroyed 2,800 buildings, shops and 
bazars. 
In 1866 a . fire occurred in Quebec, 
in which 2, . — and seventeen 
churches were destroyed. 
In 1858 the town of Christiania was al- 
most destroyed, property exceeding $1,000,- 
lotted out. 
In 1877 occurred the great riots and fires 
in Pittsburg, in which over $3,000,000 worth 
of property was destroyed. 
In 1873 Yeddo, Japan, suffered from a fire 
which destroyed 10,000 houses and left over 
1,000,000 persons homeless. ' 
In 18% St. Thomas was devastated by 
fire, government and other property to the 
value of $30,000,000 being destroyed.

In A. D. 70 the greater part of Jerusalem, 
including the temple, was burned when the 
city was stormed and taken by Titus.
